Burke Offers a Measure 


Less Radical Than Ben- 


nett's Bill 


Scores of petitions have been re- 


eived in the "legislature favoring 
he passage of .the measure which 
vill permit the manufacture of three 
per cent beer.* Four bills 'are now 
pending before the legislature relat- 
ng to prohibition enforcement. The 
first measure to be'offered was by 
Senator J. Henry Bebhett, which is 
considered too radical in many feat- 
ures by anti-saloon leaders. A bill 
with milder provisions was offered 
by the assembly committee of state 
affairs and this bill will be given a 
hearing Thursday afternoon by the 
state affairs committee. Assembly- 
man Metcalfe has a bill providing 
for three percent beer, and Senator 
Timothy Burke has just offered a 
measure which tones down many of 
the features of the Bennett bill. 


Burke's substitute bill is intended 


to provide for the enf orcemerit -of 
the prohibition amendment to the 
Federal Constitution under the, pro- 
ision therein conferring upon the 
tates concurrent power to less laws 
or that purpose..

I tended to speed court determination 
of'their claims that beer of 2% per 
cent alcoholic content may be pro- 
duced without violating the 
food 


conservation regulations when two 
of their number began distribution 
of a brew of the strength speciyed 
in barrels bearing labels describing 
it as a nonintoxicating beverage. 


The'kegs, sent out without reve- 


nue stamps, which the collector had 
refused, carried 
tags announcing 


that sums equivalent to the cost ot 
the stamps had been deposited 
in 


banks to await the claim of the gov- 
ernment. 
, 
Attorneys for the brewers, who 


advised their action, declared that 
other manufacturers, in New York 
and elsewhere throughout the coun- 
try, also would begin distributing. 


The beer shipped here, from tbe 


Hoffmann and Gambrinus breweries, 
had been manufactured since Dec. 1, 
•when by presidential proclamation, 
use o'f grains for brewing was pro- 
hibited, to be modified 
early this 


year by permission to make nonm- 
toxicating or "near" beer, which the 
revenue department classified-^ con- 
taining less than one-half of 1 per 
cent falcoholic content. 
It was expected the brewers ac- 


tion would precipitate a move by the 
federal authorities intended to stop 
the sale of 
unstamped beer 
thus 


bringing into the criminal courts tne 
manufacturers' contention, already 
raised in civil suits, that the 2% per 
cent brew, being without the scope 
of the food conservation and prom- 
bition statutes forbidding produc- 
tion of intoxicants, could be manu- 
factured and sold, now and m the 
future under either the war time or 
permanent prohibition 
status,
